Bank Rate Exchange 
Mistake. 


. ? 
“Phe, mistake: in the notifica- 
_ tion of the Bank rate in’ the Stock 

Exchange was due to a -mechani- | 

cal error in the electricat indiva- | 

tor.” 

This official “statement finally 
disposed of a thiill, almost a shud- 
der, that for a. few minutes recently 
not only shook Throgmorton Street, 
but rattled every Stock Exchange 
in the United Kingdom, and had 
time to girdle the world. 

The Bank Rate’ was not ‘increased 
to 4 per tent., as at first wrongly 
indicated, but remained unchanged 
at 2% per cent. . 

An announcement to ‘this effect 
fifteen minutes after the false re- 
port was’ received: with cheers by 
the excited members. of the Stock 
Exchange. | 

“Origin of Mistake: 

The wistake had its origin in the 
netun) announcement ‘of the figure 
on the indicator in the House itself. 

Engineers had -been, testing the 
mechanism of — the “electric sign by 
which changes in the: ‘Bank Rate are 
communicated “to the. Stock Ex- 
change. 

Unfortunately on finishing their 
work Lhey left the indicator, in the 
wrong position, so that when the 
news was teceived from .the Bank 
of England that the rate was, to 
remain at 2Y2 per cent. the sign 
intended to, indicate “No change” 
flashed to 4 per eent., ‘thus Tndicat- 
ing that a rise of 14% per cént. had 
taken place in the official vmoney- 
vate, * 

Before the mistake had been dis- 
covered, the. news of a 4 per cent. 
bank rate had béen.telephignéd to 
Stock Exchange affices and, through 
‘various: channels, to: many parts | of 
the world, ° 

Confusion. Oesean ' 

Some stockbrokers were fortunate 
enough to get their foreign cables 
corrected before they had been sent 
off by. the , cable companies, but 
others were unable to do so, and, 
therefore, unwittingly gave incor- 
rect,information to their clients, in 
remote’ parts of. the world. 


The: confusion which the’ Tijstake | 
must have: caused ‘in overseas coun- 
tries was doubtless increased by the 
expectation in many quartera of a 
rise In the Bank rate owing to the 
present. world financial crisis, 

Many rumours were current, one 
being that the .rate had been in- 
creased to four per’ cent., and this 
gained strength when the posting of 
the notice / was delayed for ten 
minutes, 

When the “no alteration” message 
was brought, ‘from the Governor's 
room there was-n. stampede, down 
the corridors and back to City 
offices. 

The Inrge crowd which waited 
inside and outside the Bank of 
England for the declaration of. the 
rate reflected the great — interest 
taken. in the (financial situation.
